lea Effect In the Industrial World a» 


u Barometer of Trade. 


There is an old industrial tradition 


that t-w iron market is the "barometi'r 
of trade." This saying bas been as- 
cribed to many modern authorities, 
ranging from Jay Gould to Andrew 
Carnegie. As a matter of fact, it is 
much older than any oracle of this ccu- 
tury or tile last. It had-its origin in 
the earliest days of the period when 
-iron manufacture and the use of credit 
were simultaneously rising to impor- 
tance. The basis fcr the traditiou is 
that the use of iron and of its products 
is essential for the prosecution of vir- 
tually a!! other industries. Before tbe 
output of miscellaneous manufactures 
ie si community can be much enlarged 
the industries concerned must be equip- 
ped with new tools and new machinery.

traffic it must have new rails, new 


: bridges, new stations, new cars and 
i new locomotives.
